REPORT  OF  THE  HILL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Hill  Police  Department  has  received  a  total  of  966  telephone  calls 
for  the  year  1991.  This  is  a  decrease  from  1990  of  approximately  17%  or 
to  where  we  were  in  1989. 

It  has  come  to  ray  attention  that  some  members  of  our  community 
still  do  not  know  how  to  get  a  hold  of  the  Police  Department.  Several 
years  ago  stickers  were  made  up  for  your  telephones  with  the  Police 
Department  and  Fire  Department  telephone  numbers  on  it  and  were  passed 
out  with  the  Town  Report.  The  Police  Department  Telephone  number  is 
228-0777.  The  telephone  is  answered  at  the  Merrimack  County  Dispatch 
Center  in  Concord.  This  is  a  brief  explanation  of  what  happens  to  your 
call  when  it  is  received  at  the  Dispatch  Center.  If  your  call  is  of  an 
emergency  nature  it  is  given  to  the  Hill  Police  Officer,  if  a  Hill 
Police  Officer  is  not  on  duty  but  on  call  the  officer  is  paged  and  given 
the  message.  If  no  Hill  Police  Officer  is  available  the  call  is  given 
to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  who  will  handle  the  call.  If  your 
call  is  not  of  an  emergency  nature  and  a  Hill  Police  Officer  is  on  duty 
or  on  call  the  complaint  is  given  to  him  when  it  is  received.  If  no 
police  officer  is  on  duty  or  on  call  the  complaint  is  given  to  an 
Officer  when  we  check  in  after  getting  home  from  work  at  our  full  time 
job.  We  still  have  stickers  available  which  are  in  the  cruiser.  If  you 
don't  have  one  contact  an  officer  and  we  will  be  more  than  happy  to  give 
you  as  many  as  you  need. 

The  Police  Department  is  now  offering  a  property  check  when  you  are 
away  for  a  weekend  or  on  vacation.  Contact  the  Dispatch  Center  and  tell 
the  dispatcher  what  you  want  and  they  will  fill  out  a  form  and  advise  us 
of  the  House  Check  the  same  day.  We  will  check  your  property  as  often 
as  we  can.

TO:   Forest  Fire  Wardens   -  For  Town  Annual  Report 

1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service 
as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number  of 
fires.   Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children 
and  smoking  materials.   450  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned 
approximately  150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing  these 
fires .   Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early 
detection  by  citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  response 
of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on  wildland 
fires,  working  with  other  fire  department  members  under  the  direction  of 
the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  department  members 
are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires.   Forest 
Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive  specialized  training  each  year, 
presented  by  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Sejrvice,  to  keep  their  skill  level  and 
knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible  for 
issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their 
community.   In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground  is 
completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  permit  prior  to 
lighting  the  fire.   Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that 
you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and 
to  save  your  community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm.

The  Commission  has  met  monthly  all  year  with  the  exception 
of  July  and  August. 

We  requested  that  a  Forester  meet  with  the  Commission  to 
help  ua  evaluate  the  wood  lots  owned  by  the  Town.  Karen  P. 
Bennett  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  Inspected  two  wood  lost: 

R6-40/A  46.5  acre  lot  behind  the  Town  Transfer  Station. 
V85-V100/Located  off  Ferrln  Street. 

We  have  made  repeated  attempts  to  secure  her  report,  but  as 
of  this  writing  we  have  not  received  It. 

The  Commissioners  walked  lot  #R13-29,  a  75  acre  lot  at  the 
Intersection  of  King  Rd .  and  Andover  Danbury  Rd . 

There  are  four  lots  that  we  need  to  locate  and  Inspect. 
This  will  be  done  during  1992. 

We  have  not  had  a  full  commission  for  the  year  and  it  is 
difficult  to  get  participants  to  go  to  Conservation 
Seminars.  The  Chairman  has  attended  two  seminars,  but  due 
to  time  demands  was  unable  to  attend  any  others. 

The  Commission  will  attempt  to  evaluate  the  wetlands  in  the 
Town;  avoiding  if  possible,  the  black  fly  and  mosquito 
seasons . 

It  would  be  helpful  if  we  had  some  input  from  the  Town. 

Our  recommendations  are  as  follow: 

Lot  R13-29,  75  acres  be  kept  by  the  Town  as  a  Town 
Forest  for  use  by  the  residents  of  Hill. 

If  lot  R13-29  should  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  Town, 
such  sale  to  be  approved  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Lot  R13-9,  5.5  acres  should  be  offered  for  sale  with  the 
approval  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

We  recommend  that  all  funds  realized  in  the  sale  of  Town 
wood  lots  be  retained  by  the  Town  for  use  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  the  improvement  of  the  Town 
forest  lands.

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hill  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1990  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  May  15,  1991. 
In  connection  with  our  audit,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  systems  of 
internal  accounting  control  and  operating  procedures  to  the  extent  we 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.   The  purpose  of  our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  to 
express  an  opinion  on  internal  accounting  control,  and  it  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  we  present  our  comments  and  recommendations  for 
improving  specific  aspects  of  the  Town's  systems  and  procedures.   We  also 
refer  you  to  the  Appendix  to  this  letter  which  explains  the  purpose  of  our 
review,  its  limitations,  and  the  professional  standards  involved. 

GENERAL 

Typically,  a  report  of  this  type  places  a  greater  emphasis  on  findings  of  a 
critical  nature.   Therefore,  to  put  our  comments  and  recommendations  in  proper 
perspective,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  weaknesses  observed  are  not 
necessarily  the  result  of  poor  management.   Oftentimes,  they  are  due  to 
factors  outside  the  control  of  the  Town's  personnel,  such  as  organizational 
restrictions,  budgetary  limitations,  or  inadequate  software  systems.   We  have 
noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the  Town's  financial  management  and  procedures 
which  are  not  set  forth  in  this  report. 

TAX  COLLECTOR 

During  our  audit  of  the  Tax  Collector's  records,  it  came  to  our  attention  that 
the  Tax  Collector  was  not  following  RSA  80:70,  which  requires  the  Tax 
Collector  to  notify  the  Register  of  Deeds  within  30  days  of  full  redemption  of 
a  tax  lien.   In  some  instances,  notice  was  made  to  the  registry  approximately 
one  year  after  full  redemption  of  the  tax  lien.

We  recommend  that  the  Tax  Collector,  on  a  timely  basis,  follow-up  on  all 
redemptions  and  file  the  necessary  reports  to  satisfy  both  the  Register  of 
Deeds  and  State  RSAs. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

During  1990  the  Trustees,  by  directive  of  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration,  transferred  all  Pleasant  Hill  perpetual  care  trusts  to  the 
Pleasant  Hill  Cemetery  Association.   When  doing  this,  they  also  transferred 
approximately  eight  (8)  lots  which  were  left  specifically  to  the  Town. 
According  to  RSA  31:25,  "The  trustees  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  trust 
funds  held  by  their  town...".   Since  the  above-mentioned  eight  (8)  lots  were 
left  specifically  to  the  Town,  they  should  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds. 

We  recommend  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  Trustees  regain  possession  of 
those  monies. 

GENERAL  ACCOUNTING  RECORDS 

Use  of  Federal   1-9     Forms    (Employment  Eligibility  Verification) 

It  is  a  requirement  of  the  Federal  government  that  any  employee  hired  after 
November  6,  1986  shall  complete  an  1-9  form,  which  will  be  held  by  the  Town  in 
the  employee's  personnel  file.   During  our  testing  of  the  payroll  records,  we 
noted  that  the  form  is  not  being  used.   We  recommend  that  the  payroll 
bookkeeper  be  aware  of  the  applicable  Federal  requirements  and  follow  them 
accordingly. 

Effective  Use  of  Purchase  Orders 

During  our  test  of  the  expenditures,  it  was  noted  that  purchase  orders  for  38% 
of  the  sample  tested  were  not  used,  and  should  have  been  according  to  Town 
purchasing  procedures,  which  require  them  for  purchases  made  over  $25. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  follow  the  procedures  that  have  been  established  to 
ensure  better  control  over  the  expenditures. 

GENERAL  FIXED  ASSET  ACCOUNTING 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  has  not 
maintained  a  record  of  its  fixed  assets.   Under  the  present  system,  all  fixed 
asset  acquisitions  of  the  General  Fund  are  listed  as  expenditures.   This  is  an 
accepted  practice  under  fund  accounting.   However,  these  fixed  assets  should 
be  accounted  for  in  a  separate  self-balancing  group  of  accounts  (the  General 
Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts) .   The  establishment  of  fixed  asset  records  will 
not  only  enable  the  Town  to  prepare  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  but  will  also  aid  Town  management  in

the  control  of  these  assets,  and  will  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  long-range 
planning  of  fixed  asset  acquisition  and  disposition.   In  addition,  should  the 
ToHn  use  Federal  and  State  grants  to  finance  expenditures  for  fixed  assets, 
records  will  be  readily  available  to  substantiate  such  expenditures.   As  part 
of  its  long-term  policies,  we  recommend  that  Town  management  initiate  fixed 
asset  records  as  soon  as  is  practical. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those  persons  whose 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit  have  helped  us  to 
achieve  efficiencies  in  completing  our  audit.

PURPOSE  AND  LIMITATIONS  OF  REVIEW 


The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing 
and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  Town's  financial  statements.   Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited 
than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  management  of  the  Town  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected 
benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.   The  objectives  of  a  system 
are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and 
that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization 
and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.   Also 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the 
risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or 
that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the 
system.   Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  of  the  Town  taken  as  a  whole.   However,  our  study  and 
evaluation  disclosed  conditions  that  we  believe  result  in  more  than  a 
relatively  low  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be 
material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period. 

These  conditions  are  described  in  the  preceding  report  and  were  considered  in 
determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  the  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in 
our  audit  of  the  1990  financial  statements.   This  report  does  not  affect  our 
report  on  these  financial  statements  dated  May  15,  1991. 

The  preceding  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  should 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.   This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit 
distribution  of  this  report  which,  upon  acceptance  by  the  Members  of  the 
Board,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at 

7:00  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  March   20,  1991  at  the  Hill  Town   Hall  by 

Moderator  William  Cummings.   Linda  Denningham  offered  a  prayer. 

Before  proceedings  began,  Karen  Wallace  and  Paul  Budro, 
representing  the  Hill  Public  Library,  made  a  presentation  of  a 
plaque  in  honor  of  Jennie  D.  Blake  to  the  school  and  children  of 
the  school.  Brandy  Dill  and  Andrea  Cousens  read  a  report 
written  by  several  students  outlining  the  life  of  Jennie  D. 
Blake.   (Report  attached) 

ARTICLE  #1:   A  motion  was   made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by 
Kevin  Barbour   that  the    reports  of  Officers,   Committees, 
Auditors,   Agents,   or  others   chosen  to   pass  any   vote  relating 
thereto  to  be  accepted  as  printed. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  #2:  A  motion  was  made  to  pass  over  this  Article  which 
states,  "To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant,"  because  none  exist  in  this 
Warrant . 

Vote:   None  (Passed  Over) 

ARTICLE  #3:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by 
Kevin  Barbour  to  set  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  other 
officers  or  agents  of  the  District  for  1991-92  as  follows: 

Truant  Officer:  $   15.00 

School  Board  Chairman:  $  300.00 

School  Board  Members:  $  240.00  (each) 

Moderator:  $   15.00 

School  Clerk:  $   15.00 

School  Treasurer:  $  300.00 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  #4:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  and  seconded  by 
Thomas  Whitman  that  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
contract  with  a  qualified  independent  auditing  firm  from  outside 
the  District  for  the  fiscal  year  financial  audit  in  accordance 
with  RSA  671:5. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 
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ARTICLE  #5:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by 
Kevin  Barbour  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application 
for  and  accept,  during  the  1991-92  school  year,  on  behalf  of  the 
School  District,  all  funds  which  become  available  from  any 
source,  and  to  use  and  expend  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b  (supp). 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  #6:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  and  seconded  by 
Thomas  Whitman  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  transfer  up  to 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
School  Construction  from  any  unexpended  funds  from  the  1990-91 
appropriation  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Prior  to  the  Vote:  Fran  Sanderson  asked  how  much  money  was  in 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  if  there  were  any  plans  for  these 
funds.  Kevin  Barbour  responded  that  the  total  amount  of  funds  in 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  is  $9,533.41  and  that  there  are  no  plans 
for  this  money,  at  this  time. 

ARTICLE  #7:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by 
Kevin  Barbour  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$686,296.00  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
the  School  District  officials  and  agents,  for  capital 
construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District . 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Prior  to  the  Vote:  Thomas  Whitman  explained  that  the  budget 
amount  was  reduced  by  $2,851.54  due  to  an  adjustment  of  the 
previous  rates  set  by  the  N.H.  Retirement  System. 

Mr.  Whitman  also  explained  how  the  budget  was  put  together  noting 
that  the  increased  budget  amount  for  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School 
was  less  than  1%  over  last  year.  The  additional  increase  was  due 
to  additional  students. 

Fran  Sanderson  asked  about  plans  for  an  additional  teacher  due  to 
the  high  number  of  students  in  each  class.  Mr.  Whitman  responded 
that  this  year's  budget  includes  additional  aide  time  to  assist 
teachers.  The  Board  felt  that  an  additional  teacher  at  this  time 
was  not  appropriate  due  to  the  declining  economical  situation  in 
the  State.  The  School  Board  plans  to  continue  monitoring  the 
number  of  students  and  get  feedback  from  Mr.  Hurley  and  the 
Superintendent  on  a  monthly  basis. 

John  Lynch  asked  about  Franklin  wanting  compensation  for  the 
students  sent  to  Newfound  School  District.  Mr.  Whitman  responded 
that  compensation  has  not  been  requested  and  explained  that  a 
subcommittee  of  the  A.R.E.A.  committee  has  been  formed  to  make 
changes  to  the  agreement.  This  group  is  working  with  the 
Franklin  School  Board  and  the  final  changes  are  a  long  way  off. 
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Paul  Budro   asked  what   would  happen  if   Hill  pulled   out  of  the 

agreement   with  Franklin.   Mr.  Barbour  responded  that  Hill  is  not 

looking  to  end  the  agreement  with  Franklin.   The  School  Board  has 

met  with  Newfound  School  District  and   they  can  only  handle  a  few 

students,  not  60.   The   Middle  School  is  already  crowded  and  the 

High  School  has  some  space,  but  will  be  at  full  capacity  in  a  few 
years . 

John  Lynch  asked  if  the  tuition  was  the  same  for  Franklin  and 
Newfound.  Mr.  Whitman  responded  that  next  year's  tuition  will  be 
the  same  for  both  Districts. 

ARTICLE  #8:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  and  seconded  by 
Thomas  Whitman  that  we  the  residents  of  the  Hill  School  District 
find  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  negligent  in  the  funding  of 
Public  Education,  thus  creating  an  undue  burden  on  the  local 
property  tax  payers.  We  demand  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Legislature  begin  in  earnest  to  study  methods  for  substantially 
increasing  State  aid  to   education. 

Vote:   Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Prior  to  the  vote:  Kevin  Barbour  stated  that  since  last  year,  the 
State  has  not  3^ne  anything.  This  Article  is  just  a  reminder  to 
the  State  that  this  District  wants  some  action. 

Terri  Whitman  asked  what  happens  now.  Mr.  Barbour  responded  that 
this  Article  will  be  sent  to  the  State  and  will  hopefully  be 
responded  to  this  year. 

ARTICLE  #9:  A  motion  was  made  by  Tom  Whitman  and  seconded  by 
Kevin  Barbour  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting. 

Fran  Sanderson  gave  a  report  for  the  PTO  on  activities  and  fund 
raising  events  the  group  has  been  involved  with  during  the  school 
year.  Some  activities  include:  Making  the  "Young  Author"  books 
that  hold  a  compilation  of  written  work  by  students,  assistance 
with  the  lunch  room  decorations,  helping  with  the  school  library 
and  collecting  soup  labels  for  school  supplies. 

Kevin  Barbour  stated  that  a  School  Board  position  for  one  year 
was  open.  He  stated  that  the  School  Board  will  hold  a  special 
meeting  on  Tuesday,  March  26th,  at  6:00  p.m.  to  interview  any 
town  resident  interested  in  serving  on  the  School  Board. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Fred  Welch  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at 
7 : 40  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HILL  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  year's  budget  represents  a  tax  impact  of  less  than  one  percent  (8/10  of  one 
percent)  if  the  State  meets  its  revenue  projections.  We  basically  level  fimded 
the  budget  in  the  academic  areas  with  the  exception  of  mandated  programs  or 
contractual  costs  such  as  Special  Education  and  tuition  for  grades  7-12.  The 
budget  includes  a  three  percent  increase  to  our  staff  based  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Budget  Comnrtittee  and  represents  a  savings  in  the  new  bus 
contract  due  to  a  change  in  our  age  requirement  for  a  bus.  We  avoided  all 
additional  new  costs  in  the  budget  since  we  are  finding  it  very  difficult  to 
balance  the  needs  of  the  school  with  the  eibility  of  the  comnunity  to  pay.  This 
budget  maintains  the  school  at  its  present  status.  We  did  not  attempt  to  meet 
the  State  Minimum  Standards  for  Elementary  Schools  in  providing  instruction  which 
gives  us  a  conditionally  approved  elementary  school.  Meeting  these  standards 
requires  providing  the  services  of  part-time  certified  teachers  in  art,  physical 
education  and  reading,  in  addition  to  the  services  of  a  part-time  certified 
librarian. 

We  are  excited  about  our  present  involvement  in  a  learning  program  for  families. 
Even  Start  is  a  family  literacy  project  serving  residents  of  Hill  and  Franklin. 
The  project  is  intergenerational  in  that  it  will  involve  entire  families.  The 
purpose  of  Even  Start  is  to  inprove  the  educational  opportunities  of  both 
children  and  adults  by  coordinating  early  childhood  education  and  adult  education 
into  a  unified  program. 

The  project  will  include  adults  with  limited  reading  and  writing  skills  who  have 
children  under  the  age  of  eight.  Even  Start  will  assist  these  families  in  three 
areas:  1)  provide  adult  education  for  the  parents;  2)  provide  age-appropriate 
learning  experiences  for  the  children  under  the  age  of  eight;  3)  provide 
opportunities  for  these  parents  and  children  to  engage  in  meaningful  learning 
activities  together. 

The  Franklin-Hill  Even  Start  project  is  funded  through  a  federal  grant  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education.  Funding  will  be  allocated  each  year  of  the  four- 
year  project  based  on  satisfactory  performance. 

There  will  be  a  display  at  the  School  District  Meeting  providing  additional 
information  about  the  Even  Start  program. 

Last  surrrner,  the  teachers  developed  a  new  school -wide  curriculum  revolving  around 
monthly  themes  which  Mr.  Hurley  will  explain  in  greater  detail  in  his  report. 
We  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  fine  performance  of  our  teachers  and  support 
staff  at  Jennie  D.  Blake.   They  continue  to  work  above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
duty,  striving  to  meet  the  acadonnic  and  extra-curricular  needs  of  our  children. 
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The  Board  has  been  active  on  several  conmittees.  We  are  still  working  on  the 
Authorized  Regional  Enrollment  (AREA)  Agreement  with  the  Franklin  Board  of 
Education.  This  is  the  long  term  tuition  contract  with  Franklin  for  our  children 
attending  grades  7-12  in  Franklin.  The  process  has  been  a  long  and  slow  one  and 
both  Boards  are  still  trying  to  reach  agreement  on  the  contract.  When  finalized 
and  approved  by  both  school  boards  and  the  State  Board  of  Education,  it  will  be 
brought  to  a  Hill  School  District  Meeting  and  to  the  Franklin  City  Council.  In 
addition,  the  Superintendent's  Selection  Ccmrdttee,  made  up  of  the  Hill  School 
Board  and  the  Franklin  Board  of  Education,  has  been  working  hard  to  interview 
many  well  qualified  candidates  for  the  Superintendent's  position.  We  hope  to 
have  the  selection  process  corpleted  by  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting. 

This  past  summer,  we  worked  on  some  inprovements  inside  the  school.  We  up-graded 
the  basement  with  more  efficient  lighting  and  by  erecting  a  wall  to  fonn  an 
additional  classroom  in  the  building  which  currently  houses  the  Hill 
Kindergarten.  The  division  of  space  makes  a  condensed  yet  more  efficient  Library 
for  the  children,  and  decreases  the  noise  level  in  the  basement  area  used  by  our 
support  staff  and  tutors  to  keep  our  children  on  grade  level. 

The  Board  is  evaluating  the  needs  of  the  building  in  regard  to  the  air  flow  and 
exhaust  system  -  a  major  reason  for  the  exterior  problems.  Experts  will  be 
maiking  recomnnendations  for  correcting  the  problem. 

We  would  like  to  invite  the  Conmunity  to  our  monthly  School  Board  Meeting.  Thank 
you  for  your  continued  support .

These  include  the  lack  of  personnel  in  art,  physical  education, 
reading  and  library.  Hopefully,  this  will  be  rectilied  in  the  near  future. 

Our  extra-curricular  activities  have  been  well  received  this  year.  Flag  football 
was  offered  during  the  fall  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Marasca.  Basketball  with 
Mr.  Marasca  heis  been  a  huge  success.  Both  a  boys 'and  girls'  teams  have  played 
hard  this  season.  The  cheerleaders,  with  coach  Ethier,  have  pleased  the  crowd 
during  the  games.  Our  cross-country  season  is  off  to  a  rough  start.  No  snow! 
Hopefully,  this  will  change  soon. 

A  good  well  rounded  education  is  essential  in  our  society.  This  is  the  mission 
of  the  J.  D.  Blake  staff.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  materials  and  support 
from  the  residents  of  Hill  to  assist  us.  Remember,  these  children  are  the  future 
of  tomorrow.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Hill  School  District  and  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the 
School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1991,  as  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents.   These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on 
these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.   Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.   We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis 
for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  which  should  be 
included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   The  amount 
that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is  not 
known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group 
results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above  paragraph, 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in 
all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Hill  School  District  at 
June  30,  1991,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   Also,  in  our 
opinion,  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of  the 
individual  funds  of  the  School  District  at  June  30,  1991,  and  the  results  of 
operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.
